Unlimited Authority 
I* Given the Presi­

Washington, May 28 In the proc­ 
lamation of an unlimited national 
emergency which Presklent Roose­ 
velt issued last night, he assumed 
broad powers which may be extend­ 
ed to virtually every phase of civil­ 
ian as well as governmental and 
military activity.
